The Ngures given above represent in part
whnt Nebrasha has added to the world's
wenlth durl tha year 186% through the
efforts of ita farmers, aided by the marvel-
ous productiveness of the aoll. General
Proaperity tnkes 4 Jook al the figures, then
Beang the ninrkel quotations and makes up
his mind that Nehraskn is the place to make
his headguarters. The state has beforn this
season produced aome wonderful erops of the
king of cereals—corn—but In 1809 has (airly
outdone {tself and get the mark many mil-
Hon bushels In advance of the hest previous
effort. Two hundred and forty-four million
bushels of corn, added to the other producta
of the sinte means that when the year's
Beore 8 deltled the reet of the world will
be In Gebt to Nebragka many milllons of
dollars and that the process of mortgage 111t-
fug, which has already obtained such a good
start, will be continued at a more rapid rate
than ever.

Tuken alone the corp only represents n
portion of the wealth which will be poured
into the poekKets of the farmers, A great
portion of the corn will be fed to cattle,
hogs and glicep and the conversion Into meat
will add greatly to Its value. All this means
mortgages lifted, new housos, better clothing
aund more of the comforts of life In every
way for the farmer, and a good busincas for
the retailer and wholesaler. With the pros-
pority of the farmer the towns and cities of
the state will take on new life, labor will
particlpate In the rewards of a bountifuy
hiarvest and the entire state will rejolce as
those who live In a land of plenty are en-
utled to.

What {8 of as much practical importance
to the producer as a big crop Is conditions
which offer a ready market at remunerative
prices. In 1801, when one of the largeat
crope in the history of the state was ralsed,
corn waa so cheap that thousands of bushels
of It were burned for fuel and even the good
crops of 1807 and 1898 did not bring g0 much
money In return for its direct sale, and when
the comparison I8 made with the corn turned
into meat tho differences in favor of the
present year is still greater,

Helped by General Conditions.

The soll of the state has nobly done its
ghnre toward making the farmer prosperous
and independent and the general conditions
which produce prosperity, brought inte play
by the advent of the republican administra-
tion Into power, has done the rest, The
factorins have been started and the tens of
thousands of men and women who were prev-
jously llving upon the least possible expendl-
ture are now able to buy frecly and pay
for what they get. '"The greater consumption
{8 reflected in the Increased price which all
{he products of the farm bring in the markst,
The dlfference Ip price amounts to as much
ns the entlre market value of the great crop
of 1801, which up to that time was a record
breaker, though several millions short of the
yiold of the present year.

Let thoge in the crowded east who are In
penarch of new homes, or who find themselves
cramped for room to turn round, or without
means to buy the high-priced lands of those
gections take a look at what Nebraska has
done and what it can do agaln and then
turn their faces to the cheap lands which
are now idle for want of people enough to
cultivate all of it. There are thousands of
acres just as good as that which howe in
1800 and previous years produced thoso
maryelous harvests only walting for some
one to stir it with a plow to respond with
full granaries.

Break In the Statistios,

In presenting the figures of the year's
harvest it 18 to be regrotted that there s no
means uvailable by which statistica can be
oblalned of several of the state’s most lm-
portant Industrles Ipeldent to the farm.
There 18 no way of obtaining rellable figures
of the dalry, which Is one of the greatest of
Nebraska'h enoney producers. Both in quan-
tity and quality Nebraska ranks with the
leading dairy states in the welon and every
yedr witnesses great strides forward lo this
Hue. Formerly the butter producers were
almost entlrely the small farmers, but with
tho advent of creameries the owners of large
herds of cattle began to appreciate the earn-
ing powers of the cow. Each year has seen
a decided wdvance In the amount of butter
produced and also In the average quality of
the product through this medium until now
Nebraska butter ranks with the best.

Another sourco of greal revenue Is the
hen. Just what It adds to the wealth of the
state Is a matter of speculation, as there are
no rellable statistics. Bx-Governor Furuas,
than whom there ls no better suthority in
the state on ull matters pertalnlog to agri-
culture, expresses the bellef that the ezgs
and poultry bring to the state more wealth
than the wheat crop. Certain it is that in
addition to what 1s consumed within the state
vast quantities of both eggs and poultry are
annually sbipped out to olher markels. In
one of the interlor towns of the state one
firm alone during 1888 pald out over $10.-
000 for eggs and poultry, all of which came
from the county aud did nol represent
product shipped in.

Sugar beets also represent a source of
inccne which is po inconslderable portion
of the total. Three of the lurgest beel sugar
factories in the world are located lo the
stute, The ones at Grapd Island and Nor-
folk have been in successful operation for a

number of years and the one at Amep la)

nearing completion and will work up the
boots ralsed this year in that section. Even
wilh these factories the Industry is atill

Duriog a spirited dialogue participated in
by Governor Shaw, Joseph Spear, Survevor
of the Port M. H, DeYoung und olhers,
canstructlon and
minds were digcussed as one of the prob-
lems preacnted by the recent war, Governor
Shaw declared that he belleved all stuto
regiments should hereafter be so organized
th~* in the event of actual volunteering for
aervice colonels should fall back to lleu-
tenant colonel and the president bave the
power to appoint regimental commanders
from some well koown and capable West
point trained officers. With such an ar-
rangement he thought that in the late war
every regiment would have been sent to
the front |(menediately and enough men
would have been poured into the Philippines
to put down the rebelllon as soon us it
arose.  As it was, army officers high In
command naturally cast thelr eyes over
ftate troopa and selected commands be-
lleved to have the most eMelent militla
coloneds. It was a guess, he sgald, but in
every case the colonels proved thelr abllity,
Governor Shaw will probubly agitate re-
organizotion of the national guard of lowa
along the llnes suggested In his remarks.

REBELS FIRE IN DARKNESS

Genernl Pulion Staris Boasted Com-
paign nt Hollo and Important
Flghting Is Expected,

MANILA, Oct. 24.—5:60 p. m.—llollo ik
stirred by the expectation of important fight-
Ing. General Pullon began “‘unrolling the
bloody scroll," as he promised his follow-
ers In a recent speech, by fring volleys al
the American ouiposts nightly. Since Sun-
day reinforcemenis have been arriving from
the morth, This mctivity Is designed to
divert the Visayans from their dissatisfac-
tion ngainst the Tagalos. Aguinulde has
ordered the release on parole of Areneta and
aother Visayan leaders, who are disposed to
negotlate for peace, and s watching them
to prevent further negotintions.

The Fourth Infantry reconnolssances ahout
Imus found that the Insurgents had relurned
to Las Marinas. Their buglers blew when
the Americans approached,

It is reported that they are reorganlzing
at Malabon and other towns The leading
Inhabltants of that section have requested
Major Qeneral Otis to garrison the town, he-

ciause the insurgents are 1lving off the
people. Sufliclent troops are lIacking for
this.

General Otls has prohibited the loea)
papers from printing the arrivals, departurce
or any movements of troops.  Agulnaldo, if
ho Is a student of the Manila papers, has
been kept posted as to the movements of
evory company in the army.

The nows that the Bpaniards attempted
to surrender the rebel artillery at Santn
Homa has reached Tarlae and has apresd
through the country, The Fllipinos are
taking vengennce on the prisoners by cur-
talling the few privileges they had,

DELAY SHIPMENT OF TROOPS

Bad Wenther Prevalling on Pacifie
Const Interfering with Trans-
portntion of Soldiers,

WASHINGTON, Oct, 24 —Information re-
celved by the transportation department of
the gquartermaster general’s oMce indicates
that the shipment of troops to Manila has
been deluyed recently by the bad weather
prevalling on the FPacific coast.

There are about fourteen reglments yot
to start for Manila and the department feels
salisfed that they can all be gotten there
by Christmas,

The marines are
now being gathered together from Wash-
Ington, League Ilsland and Beaton and prob-
ahly will be transported to the Phllippines In
the crulser Buffalo.

DESPERADO'S DARING DEED

Horsethief Shoota end Mortally Wounnds a
Constable Trying to Arrest Him.

———

HE THEN KIDNAPS THE SHERIFF'S SON

Compels the Latter, nt n NMevolver's
Mounth, to Drive lim Many Miles
and Then Tuourns Young
Man Adrift,

Hardin Moss, constable st Loveland, Ia,
was shor and probably mortally wounded
about 1 o'clock yesterday afternoon by a
horsethled and desperado, for whose arrext he
held a warrant,

Thoe shooting occurred at a grading camp
near Loveland, The despersndo made gool
his escape In the constable’s wagon, com-
pelling Joe Morgan, a =on of Sheriff Mor-
gan, who had accompanied Moss, to take
the relns and drive for him, After a chase
lasting the entire afternoon the man's cap-
ture was effected on the outekirts of this
city on South avenue by Officers Sam Albro
and Harry James, Tha fellow showod fight
and the ofMicers were scompelled to shoot him
in the leg. He la now in the clty jall, where
he gave the name of Dave Willlaws and
tlaimed to be from Nebraska.

Young Morgan, after an exciting ride of
several hours with the desperado sitting
behind him with a cocked revolver, was
lurned adrift by Willlams about =lx miles
from the city, Willlhme hired a fnrmer
to hiteh his horses to the wagon and wis
driving Into thls clty when captured, Mor-
gan made his way home by riding one of
horses belonging to Moss, which Wil-
linms had discarded when played out.

Eaiceedingly Nervy Transnetion,

Shortly after noon yesterday the sheriff's
office al Councll Bluffs recelved word that a
mule, which had been stolen from B, D.

| Laughlin of Ashland, Neb., had been traced
| to Loveland, where the thief was sald to be.
{ Constable Hardin Moss at Loveland was at
Lonce notifled by Sheriff Morgan and he, in

company with Joe Morgan, who l& employed
In one of Wickham's grading camps, drove
to where the thief was sald to he. They
found the man they were afler, eating din-
tier In one of the tents,

Mosa stepped inside, while young Morgan
stayved by the team. The alleged horsethlef,
when told by the constable that he held o
warrant for his arrest, asked permission to
finish his meal, which was granted. As
Moss turned tfoward the door of the tent
to speak to Morgan the desperado drew a
revolver and flred at the constable, striking
him in the back. Moss dropped to the
ground and the desperado rushed from the
tent.  With his revolver leveled at young
Morgan's head he eommanded him to Jump
Into Moes® wagon and take hold of the
relna.  The fellow c¢limbed In behind and,
revolver still leveled at young
Morgan, ordered him to drive off at a gal-
lop.

Mrakes Short Work.

The whole transaction losted but a few
seconds and before the graders 2. others
in the wvieinlty of the tent could collect
thelr senses Lthe fellow with Morgan was
driving rapidly away. Word was at once
telephioned to Council Bluffs to the sheriff’s
office and a posse started in pursuit from
Loveland. Shorilf Morgan and Oflicer Wair
of the loeal police foree started off in one
direction, while Deputy Sheriffs Baker, Slead
and MceLyman and Constable Albertl ee-
cureod teams and started off in ether diree-
tion, hoplng to head the desperado off and
rescue young Morgan from his perilous situ-
atlon.

The telephone wires were kept hot and
word was seut In every possible direction.
Posses were started out from Neoln and
Persia and at every polnt between Council
Bluffs and Loveland enen wero despatched
to take the fellow dead or alive If possible.

Alter leaviug Loveland the fellow turned
off towards the northeast through the Bluffs
onto the Hazel Dell road and then continued
enst through Noomer tewnship. The posas
from Loveland was abhout ten minutes bhe-
hind as the wagon contalnlpg Willlams and
Morgun passed the Grange cemetery,

After leaving Boomer Willlams decided
to change his course and ordered Morgan
to turn the horges’ heads toward Neola.
After golng a few miles he agailn changed
his mind and decided to make for Council
Blufts. The horses, which had been driven
it full speed ever sinco the gtart, commenced
in show signs of glving out and Willlams
ordared Morgan to ply the whip.

Getn 0 New Team,

About six miles south of the city the team
became pluyod out, having becn driven at
full specd ever since leaving the camp at
Loveland. Hoenry Tiarks, a farmer, was
shelling corn in a ficld mearby and Willlams
called out to him that he wanted to hire his
team to drive him nto town, He told
Tlarks that he would pay him 22 for the

use of the team and that he could noy carn |

a couple of dollars any easler, While Tiurks
whna gelting his team ready Willlams cnu-
Alined young Morgan not to sy anything
and ordered him to uphitch the tired horses.
This Morgan did and Tiarks hitched oo his
team, Willinms then told the farmer to get
into the waegon and drive him te Council
Bilufls as quickly as he could, As they sturted
Willinms turned round to Morgan, bade him
goodbye and, with a laugh, told him to take
goad care of the Jaded horses and take them
back home as soon us they were rested.
When the news reached the police sia-
tion that the desperado and Morgan had been
slghted near Weston and weére apparently
making for this city Chlef Bixby dispatched
all the men avallable o watch the different
roads leading lnto the clty, Officer Bam Al-
bro and Harry James, the patrol driver,

were sént out in A livery team to drive south !
About the junection of |

on the asylum road.
South avenue and Tostevip street dhey met
Willlams and Farmer Tiarks,

The only dea ription the officers bad of the
man they wanted was that he was tall, durk
ood was woaring o large black slouch hat
and that young Morgun was with him, After
leaving Loveland Willlams, howevoer, had
changed his hat for a emall black cloth cap
and as he drove by the officers with Tiarks
they did not at fivst suspect he was the mwan
they were after, They passed by, but Albro
happened to look back and saw that Wil-
lams had also looked back and he told
James that they hud better go back and take
another look at the man they had just
passed. James turned the horses sod drove
rapldly back, passing the wagon containing
Willlams and Tiarks on the left side, When
a few feet In fropt of the wagon James sud-
denly swung his horge across the road, com-
pelling Tiarks to pull up short to avold run-
ning into them. Tiarks pulled up. Albro
noticed Willlams put bath bands into bis
pockets, He called out to him to hold up his
hande.

Flashes Two Hevolvers,

Instantly Williams flashed (wo re-
volvers, but before he had time 1o shoot
Jomes had drawn his revolver snd at opce
fired at him. The bullet went wide of the
mark und Willlame then fired and jumped
from tho wagon.

Sehovner Hern Arrives at  Senttle
from Cape Nome with Passengers
in n Wretelhed Plight,

SEATTLE, Wash,, O¢t. 24.—Aftor & voy-
nRe of twenty-elght days from Cape Nome,
during which two men died from starvation
and others were half<crazod from want of
food anid water, the schoonor Hera arrived
In port this worning with Dearly 200 pas-
gengers on board,

News of the wretched plight of the Hora's
| passengers wae brought here SBunday night
by the steamer Lakme. The revenue cutter
Grant and tho tug Sca Lion were immedintely
started afier the schooneér. Theoy succeaded
In finding the schooner yeosterday about
Nty miles off Cape Flattery.

The two deaths reported are those of J, &,
Ry¥an, who came on board a well man, but
through bad food and lack of attention grad.
ually grew worse untll he dled on October
€. The other case Is much the game. George
Lamby through want of nourlshment and
confinement In fll-ventilated quarters, was
taken with typhold fever and died on Oe-
tober 21, While he was sick he had abso-
litely no medieal attention, Both ‘were
buried at sea.

From the statements of other passengere
it Is learned that the agent of the ship at
Nome guaranteed them plenty of good pro-
'vislonsa on tha way down, They waore
|r!m1'nw1 £50 apiece for thelr paseage. When
| they were a few days out meat, sugar and
| butter ran oul. The menu consisted of
| malt pork and canned mutton,
| 'There wns n little dried frult on hoard,
| byt only enough to supply the table three
| times with dried peaches and twiee with
dried prunes. From that time on, for nearly
| twonty-four days, their food conslsted of
flour and coffes, There was plenty of Aour,
but the water waa short, Four days ago
the last of the unpalatable =alt horse was
consumed. Had [t not heen for rainstorms
which fell for a few days, they would have
been without water alen.

When the Hera anchored out in the stream
the majority of the men were so weak that
they conld not carry thelr gold dust ashore
without n=alstance. Severnl passpngers were
erazed from their terrible experiments and
had to be carried ashore and taken care of.

Aven tnking thelr terrible voyage Into
considerotion, the passengers unite In de.
claring Nome to be the greatest camp on
enrth and many of them will return In the
spring.

SERIOUS BOX CAR FAMINE

Sanin Fe and Sounthern Paclfie Unable
to Handle Ornnge, Dried Frult
und Walnut Crop,

LO8 ANGELES, Cal., Oct, 24,—The box-
car famine Is bocoming serious Iln southern
California. 1o a ghort time the movement
westward of the orange, dried frult and
walnut crops will begin and there are not
enough cark to make a showing. The Santa
Fe line & 400 cars short and the Southern
Pacific |s also wery short.

MARTIN WHITE PASSES AWAY

Omaha's Ohief of Polics {8 Now Numbered
Among tho Dead.

EXPIRES AFTER ONLY A BRIEF ILLNESS

The Immediate cause of bis death was Heary
fallure, superinduced by an attack of billal
catarrh.

Chle! White was taken slck Sunday noon
and wont to bed, but his slckness was not
thought to be of u dangerous nature, nor
untll within three hours of his demise wete
any grave fears enterialned for his life.

He had been §11 while In Chicago two
weoks ago with an atlack somewhat similar
and had not fully recoversd when he re-
turned.

Dr. Gilmore, who attended him, sald that
the ¢lose application te work since his re-
turn hud ecaunsed him to neglect himself,
although he had kept up his dieting, and
that In his mind one of the catsee leading
to hls death wias anxlety and exclitement
consequent upon cases In which he was
Interested and the constant and mallelous
attacks upon him by the World-Herald,
which dunduly exclted his sensitlve nature.

About three hours before his death the
chief began to realize that the end was ap-
pronching and eeveral of his intimate friends
weore notified and came to the hotel, When
the end drew near, Dr. Gilmore called in
Dr. Allison for consultation, bhut It was snon
astertnined that nothing could ward off the
approach of death, although everything iIn
earthly power was brought to bear,

¥Friends Called In,

As soon as the fact of hle death wns
mide known, the foliowing people called:

Captains Dopahue and ller, Sergeant
Whalen, Detectlves Drumimy and Mitchell
and many other officere and friends. The
remains were removed during the night to
P, ¢, Heafey's undertaking establishment,
whore they were prepared, and later were
removed to Mayor Moores' house at No,
fi17 Bouth Eighteenth strect, wlere they will
lla in state untll taken to (Chicago for
Burial.

In speaking of the death of Chief White
Mayor Moores said:

"It 15 a terrible, terrible blow, While his
friends knew he wus very slck, yet no one
thought it was &0 serlous. The disease was
of such a natura that coupled with his tem-
perament his taking off was very sudden, In
my short acqualntance wlth him since 1
have Leen mayor and he chlef of police our
relations have been most pleasant and I feel
as though a near and dear relative had been
taken away. With the small force at his
command he has preserved excellent order
and has had & remarkably emall percentnge
of erime slnce he took charge. We shall
never be able to get a better man.”

Blographlenl Sketch.

Martin White was born in Chicago forty-
ong years ago and was educated in the publie
schools of that city. When a comparatively
young man he entered the detectlve gervice
of the Mllwaukee rallway and soon rose to
the position of chief of the department by
his «loss application to business and his
natural shrewdness and aptitude for that
sort of work.

He was appolnted chlef of the Omahn po-
lice department on June 18, 1805, and served
till September of that year, when he re-
signed when the new Board of Fire and Po-
lice Commissioners came in. He then re-
turned to Chicago and organized the Martin
White Detective agency, which I8 a suc-
cessful orgunization up to the preseat time.

He was appointed chlef for the second tlme
In Omaha September 26, 1808, and has served
the city with signal success since that
time, He had won a good reputation
throughout the country by the many casecs
which he had presecuted skilifully and his
ability was widely recognlzed,

Chief White was unmarried, He resided
with his mother when In Chicago and she
survives him, He also has a slster living In
Chicago.

“The enemy wns within about seven miles
of Ladysmith In a positlon of great natural
strength west of the rond. When he saw
that preparations were being made nguinst
him be opened fire with one gun with great
acourncy, Our artillery soon got Into posi-
tlon and the gun was allenced. Our troops
were ordered to occupy a strong rldge par-
allel to the enemy but nearer the road. 1
confined my efforts to ovcupying and hitting
hinmt hard enough to prevent his taking ac-
tion agalngt Yule's eolumn. Numbers of the
enemy fled to the west and the firing had
practically ceased at 2 o'clock.”

Reallze Worst Fenrs,

The war office dispatch seems (o realize
the worst fenrs. General Yule bas abun-
doned not only Dundee but Glencoe also and
g0 far as present news would indlcate he has |
neither Joined Gepernl White nor reached |
Ladysmith. General White's "succersful ac-
tion," announced in Parliament by Mr,
Wyrndham, seems to resolve itself into a
mere engaging of the attention of the Free
State troops while General Yule is alipping
southward,

It 1a evident from the official dispatches |
that both Commandant General Joubert's|
column on the north and the Orange Free |
State troops on the west now oteupy Birongl
positiona and that nothing hinders the Doers |
from following up General Yule's rotirement |
and getting around Ladyemith on the pouth-
east. Until reinforcements arrive It seems
Genernl White s forced Lo concentrale on
Ladysmith. It Is belleved the government
has olher dispatches not published,

The recretary of state lelt for bis residence
immediately after the banquet {o General
Harrizon - and procesded to the war office, |
where even after midnight there was consid-
erable activity and many persons called for
information.

Ing e time to catch or saddle thelr horses,
Meut of the fugitives looked as though they
wollld keep on running for weeks, The clog-
log hours of the battle were fought in n cold,
heavy raln, which continued to fall during
moat of the ight. Our troops bivouacked |n
the Boers' position, but the waunded were
sent back in trains and wagons.

“I carried In o dlspateh from French to
White, who later on came out by traln and
witched the action for awhile,

“The evening and mnight were very dark
and a heavy rain was falling during the
entire engagement,

“The flank attack was gallantly earried
ottt by the Manchester and Gordon Infantry
and the Imperial Light IHorse artillery,
while the front attanek, whieh was made
with great boldness, was carrled out by the
Devonshire reglment.

“The wounded were brought baek to Lady-
smith In howspltal tralns and are being well
cared for In the toewn hall and in the
churches, which ha? been praviously fitted
up oA hospi'sl bullliogy and are well-suliey
ftor the purpose.””

It ls further explained that the
wounded could nol be moved, but the fact
that they had to be left to thelr fate while
the Britlsh forces made a strategle moves
ment to the rear shows the suspense of
the house at the absepce of eubacquent news
iy amply Justified and that the heavy fight-
Ing on Fridany and perhaps Saturday Is only
4 prelude 1o stlll sterner work. In some
quarters the view Is taken that the second
attack of the Boers has actually occurred and
wis 60 successful that General Yule's with-
drawal was Imperative and urgent Lo the ex-
tent of compelllng him Lo leave his hos-
pitals in the hands of the Boers, while the
more sanguine exprois the opinlon that Gens
eral Yule, far from retreating, has in reslity
advanced to meet the attack threatening
Glencoe, leaving Dundes behlnd, safely shel-
tered from a Boer npsault.

In the absence of authentic news there are
a4 number of contradictory rumors afloat,
but the most reasonnble interprotution of the
various reporis geems o indieate that there
was kome artlllery practice al Glencoe Sut-
urday #nd Sunday, but no fighting at close
quarters. As, however, communication bes
tween Glencoe and Ladysmith, which was
thought to bave boeen restored by the Britlan
victory ot Elandslasgte, has tgualn  been
braken by the destruction of the rallway
bridge st Waschbupk, north of Ladysmith
and between Elandslaagte and Gleocoe, Lhe
diMeulties of the Dritish commander in
Natal, General Bir George Stowart Whitle,
lu relnforcing Glencoe, have been enormously
increased and until the Britleh forcos at
Ladysmith and Glencoe are united and the
main body of the Boers la broken the sl
uation must remain disquleling here,

Critleine Wolseley's Statement,
